When many Catholics parish neglect 
give, the faithful givers are over-burdened. Pastors 
are forced resort high-powered bazaars and bingo, 
with unhealthy emphasis gambling entertain- 
ment, and other unwanted effects. Time and energy 
which priests should devote religious instruction 
and spiritual things are channeled into work and worry 
keeping things going. 

This important, detailed matter cannot handled 
thoroughly the brief time decency allows Sun- 
day sermons. The best place educate Catholics for 
church support the high-school religion class. 
Students high school can study the facts without 
prejudice more easily than adults because they are not 
yet faced with the full burden church support. 
Besides, the classroom offers many teaching advan- 
tages. 


Where Does the Money Go? 


Check questions will soon show teacher that 
students are vague about the detailed cost building 
and running parish. This bad business. trying 
persuade people part with hard-earned, heavily 
taxed money, best tell them what they will get 
for it. housewife inspects vegetables and fruits care- 
fully, tests cloths for strength and texture, and asks 
for demonstration appliances. consider this 
practical common sense. Those who buy are better 
satisfied when they know what they are getting. So, 
tell them what they are getting for their contributions 
the church. 

Start with the church building. church ranks with 
auditoriums because must accommodate crowds. 
Heating, cooling, and seating are special problems 
such buildings. Acoustics require special materials and 
the installation public address systems. Add this 
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the need for choir loft and organ, tower, and 
bell. 

The central feature church, the altar, can cost 
several thousands dollars, not including its furnish- 
ings. tabernacle must solidly built, with safe 
lock. Altar linens cost more than table cloths and 
towels. 

Holy vessels for the services come high. The chalice 
for Mass, the ciborium for reserving consecrated hosts, 
the monstrance for benediction must all gold-plated. 
fairly good chalice, average size, costs from $150 up. 
Religious images, crucifixes, the way the cross, 
statues, like all works art, are very dear. five-foot 
religious statue would cost about $200. 

Stole, maniple, chasuble, veil, cope—vestments with 
which priest says Mass, gives benediction and ad- 
ministers the sacraments—cost minimum $200 set.

Teaching Sisters need the same 
ing other teachers, high school and college, two, 
four, six more years. The lay teachers Catholic 
schools usually work for salaries less than those paid 
public school teachers. Still, this comes about 
$300 month each teacher. 


Other Expenses 


The next object church support after the parish 
the diocese. The bishop and his assistants the 
chancery office are supported contributions from 


parishes. They must have suitable building with 


office equipment, staffed priests, and secretaries, 
The secretaries need salaries and the priests who 
have parish support; does the bishop. All this 
adds up, like the cost running any large business 
office. 

Many dioceses have their own seminaries which 
need good buildings and specially trained 
teachers. Half million dollars the minimum for 
starting seminary. 

Besides diocesan headquarters, other organizations 
the diocese call for the support Catholics: hos- 
pitals, orphanages, homes for the aged and invalids, 
centers for social service and the like. 

addition the parish and the diocese, church 
support includes our Lord’s personal representative, 
the Pope Rome, and his assistants. Naturally, 
small matter for the Pope manage 
tion more than four hundred million members 
There are more than one thousand dioceses the 
world; more than hundred the United States alone. 
Besides the expenses his office and assistants, the 
Pope needs money for the Vatican printing press and 
radio station; for the spread missions; for helping 
the poor. 

Hardly any lay Catholics have had chance 
examine Catholic Directory. Covering the United 
States alone, this mammoth work more than 
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sand pages very impressive. lists all priests 
name and address; all parishes and diocesan institu- 
tions; and summary the Congregations Rome. 
Let students examine it. 


Where Does the Money Come From? 


The money meet church expenses comes from 
the laity, the Sisters and Brothers, and the priests. 

Priests, because their professional education and 
training, rate incomes from $500 $1000 month and 
more. Actually, their salaries are $100 month for 
pastors (some places $75); and $75 month for assist- 
ants (some places $50). The difference between what 
they are paid and what their services are worth their 
contribution the support the church. 

The contributions teaching and nursing Sisters 
and Brothers source church support that de- 
serves much emphasis. They, too, are professionally 
trained and they rate the same salaries received 
lay persons the same professions. Teachers, lay 
religious, are worth least $300 each, per month. 
Teaching Sisters are actually paid from $35 $75 
month. Even this does not them personally but 
their religious community. Catholics see the Sisters 
the pews Mass and the collection basket always 
passes them by. This because they have nothing left 
give, having given all into the hands Christ. 

What the faithful Catholic families average in- 
come contribute Sunday the offertory and special 
collections the main source church support. There 
are few “rich” contributors, too few tip the balance. 
Some the “rich,” like some the “average” give 
little nothing all. 


Free Will Offerings 


Besides the income the offertory collection and 
special collections, the church depends for support 
free will offerings. These are made connection 
with having Masses said; the reception baptism and 
matrimony; funerals; pew rent; stipends for extra 
priests who help the parish with Mass, confession, 
retreats, sermons, talks clubs and such. 

Personal gifts priests and Sisters, especially 
Easter and Christmas, and generous spending 
church sponsored bazaars and other money-raising 
affairs are supplementary means church support. 

The name “free will offerings” “voluntary 
contributions” has given rise some Catholics’ minds 
the idea that all the services connected with religion 
absolutely free, and that anything given given 
purely free-will, charity basis. This mistaken,

butions. For Catholics, Canon law 1496 reads: “The 
church has the right, independent the state, exact 
from the faithful what reasonably necessary for sup- 
port divine worship and the clergy and for other 
suitable religious purposes.” This keeping with 
the words our Lord His apostles: “Do not keep 
gold silver money for your journey—for the 
laborer deserves his living” Matt, 10,9). And St. Paul: 
“So also the Lord directed that those who preach the 
gospel should have their living from the gospel” 
Cor. 9,14). 

“serious obligation” meant that wage- 
earner who would declare the intention never 
contributing anything all support the church 
would guilty serious sin. practice, families 
should budget their money that they spend reason- 
ably life’s necessities and conveniences while 
conserving luxuries. Wise budgeting should enable 
family give from one four percent their 
income. 

There order priorities follow contrib- 
uting the support the church. The first obligation 
wage-earners support the parish and diocese 
and the Pope matters essential—building needs and 
running expenses. This means contributing regularly 
the offertory collection and certain special collec- 
tions like Peterspence. would wrong, for example, 
ignore the collection every Sunday order spend 
extravagantly the parish bazaar. would wrong 
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send all church money away some pious organi- 
zation and disregard the needs the parish. 


Money and Spiritual Values 


Free-will offerings for Mass, baptism and matrimony, 
and funerals are fixed amount custom and dioc- 
esan authorities. Catholics should make the usual 
offering unless they are too poor afford it. that 
case they should give what they can. 

Canon law 824 officially approves Mass stipends 
means supporting priests, supplementing their 
salaries. the Old Testament when pious Jews 
brought oxen and other victims the temple for 
sacrifice, all part the offering was contributed 
the priests for their support. This the idea behind 
Mass stipends. The infinite value Mass never 
changes; but the buying value dollar does. 
dollar stipend 1930 was worth dollar; today 
worth fifty-three cents. This shrinkage currency 
values works hardship many priests who lean 
heavily Mass stipends for their support. good 
Catholics were intelligently informed about this they 
would more generous their offerings for Masses. 
remedy this situation, some dioceses have increased 
the Mass stipend two dollars.

Money offered for spiritual services can compared 
money paid physician for saving one’s life. What 
price could put life? Even more so, what price 
could put the value Holy Mass baptism? 
Such things are beyond price. stupid think 
dollar two the price the Mass which has the 
same infinite value the saving blood Christ. 


Some Objections and Some Safeguards 


There are some who insistently object that money 
should not spent rich church buildings and 
equipment long poor people need food and 
clothing. This perfectly reasonable complaint when 
people are taxed against their will and beyond their 
means for such expenses. But the house God and 
all its appurtenances should artistic and splendid 
the means parish will allow. Our Lord himself 
answered similar objection from Judas when Mary 
Magdalene poured rich ointment His head: “The 
poor you have always with you but you not always 
have me.” Mt. 26,11. 

Some families claim that with the high cost living 
they simply not have money give the 
Usually such families are spending more than they 
afford luxuries and have system family budget- 
ing. These should get acquainted with “Stretching the 
Family Income” Robert and Helen Cissell and leam 
how spend reasonably and contribute the church 
they should. Families poor that they actually 
not have money give should encouraged 
tribute whatever services they can. the husband 
barber, let him cut the clergy’s hair without charge; 
shoe-maker, let him repair their shoes. 

Church history shows that there great danger 
misunderstanding and abuse connecting money 
offerings with the spiritual services religion. The 
danger that such transactions will degenerate into 
the unmistakable buying and selling spiritual 
this the deadly sin simony condemned 
Canon law 727. matter fact, money abuse 
connected with indulgences and the confessional 
thing the past. One reads such things only 
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fantastic, scurrilous type anti-Catholic publications. 

Nevertheless number church laws contain 
specific regulations for various practices. Canon law 
1181 forbids any arrangement the church door 
which looks like charging admission religious serv- 
ices. Canon laws 824 through 844 control detail the 
acceptance and fulfilment Mass stipends. priest 
forbidden accept more than one stipend day; 
exact more money than allowed diocesan 
custom; accept more Masses, personally, than 
can say reasonable length time. 

What more, parish priest has serious obligation 
administer the last sacraments all his parishioners, 
even one who has refused support the church any 
way all. 


The Pearl Great Price

THERE HAS NEVER BEEN TIME when have heard 
more about ways and means improving our instruc- 
tion teachers, There has never been time, too, 
when teachers have worked harder attain that goal. 
Attendance conferences, workshops, conventions, 
committee meetings seem necessary part 
the qualifications. spite all this enrich- 
ment qualifications, can teachers deny that 
fail produce the results that would like 
achieve? 

There denial the fact that the educational 
world the present time buried under avalanche 
principles, rules, and methods which not seem 
yield the satisfactory results for which are look- 
ing. Perhaps fail determine just what are 
produce. May not that the approach this im- 
provement not properly directed? For the most part, 
seems concerned with factors outside the 
teacher rather than those which would instrumental 
developing her own personality. There in- 
tention here denying the fact that educational tech- 
niques, methods, programs, and organization are very 
important, fact, necessary. Neither the inten- 
tion the writer depreciate any way the intellec- 
tual virtues which are acquired means deep 
study. For, can not say that intellectual culture, 
when properly used, may make great contribution 
moral development? But for dissemination truth 
our students, the personality the teacher 
very important factor. Unless truth, the real meaning 
the word, embodied the personality the 
teacher, the assimilation the part the pupils 
shallow. believe that this statement can substan- 
tiated some our great educators, past and present.

DuRING THE MIDDLE THE YEAR 1951, through the 
cooperation and guidance Very Rev. Msgr. Henry 
Bezou, the archdiocesan superintendent schools 
the Archdiocese New Orleans, group Catholic 
physicians decided undertake health program for 
the Catholic schools the greater New Orleans area. 
The need for such program seemed obvious. spe- 
cial survey the public school health conditions had 
been made 1949, and possible that the results 
this survey provided impetus, through the arch- 
diocesan superintendent, for the initiation this effort. 
The first meeting was held June 14, 1951. This and 
all subsequent meetings the group have been held 
the office the superintendent. The objects the 
program were stated follows: 

promote program physical examinations 
all parochial school children; 

encourage parents bring their children 
their family physicians for this examination; 

furnish this service for those children whose 
parents are unable afford private medical care; 

standardize measures for emergency medical 
care; 

educate the child, his family, and teacher 
health matters. 


Group Has Expanded 


The initial group consisted approximately ten 
physicians. From this beginning, the group has grown 
one some eighty physicians who participate 
the program one capacity another. The chairman 
the health committee the Catholic schools coop- 
erative clubs also attends the meetings the group. 
The meetings are held approximately four times during 
the year. These meetings are largely for the purpose 
formulating plans and policies and giving direction 
the activities the group. the present time, the 
group has come known the Parochial School 
Health Committee and now committee the 
Catholic Physicians’ Guild (since 1953). Most the 
physicians are members the Catholic 
Physicians’ Guild but there appreciable number 
non-Catholic physicians who have also taken part 
this program. Member physicians are assigned one 
more schools, preferably the environs their 
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home office. These physicians are responsible for 
the health program these schools. order main- 
tain continuity and accomplish good school-physi- 
cian relationship, the assignments are not rotated. 
Activities 

The present activities the Parochial School Health 
Committee consist the following: 

(1) Physical examinations. Physical examinations 
are provided for children the parochial and some 
the private Catholic schools Orleans, Jefferson, and 
St. Bernard (civil) Parishes the area greater New 
Orleans. This comprises group sixty-nine schools. 
Until this year, all but one school, only children 
the first grade have been examined. The total school 
population for elementary schools this area the 
parochial and private schools approximately 38,000. 
is- therefore estimated that approximately four 
five thousand children are the first grade this 
group. From the beginning, the committee has empha- 
sized that these children should examined their 
private physicians. The function the committee 
this activity has been examine those children who 
are not taken care their private physicians. The 
examinations are recorded the Louisiana State De- 
partment Health Student Health Record forms, 
provided the health department. The health records 
are kept file each school. 


Parents Gradually Educated 


children were examined this 
program. Previous years showed somewhat higher 
number children examined. obvious that not 
50% the children those schools are from families 
unable provide for this examination their private 
physicians. However, the committee has taken the atti- 
tude that better examine the children, after the 
parents have been urged but have failed have the 
examination done private physician, rather than 
let the children unexamined all. Actually, there 
has been gradual decrease the number children 
examined each year, although the number schools 
covered has increased; thus, parents are being gradu- 
ally educated the idea routine physical examina- 
tion their children. 
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The leading defects which have been found from 
year year are: dental caries, enlarged tonsils, ortho- 
pedic defects, especially poor posture, intestinal para- 
sites, and skin rashes. the time the examination, 
also, the immunization record each child reviewed 
and has been consistently noted that fairly large 
number the children lack proper immunizations 

(2) Visual Program. From the beginning, there has 
been opthalmologist the committee. The visual 
program has taken the form routine eye examina- 
tion, using the Massachusetts test. Each school has 
been urged procure the inexpensive equipment 
needed for this test. The opthalmologist has made 
talks parent groups and has made available office 
time representatives from the schools order in- 
struct people each school the use the equip- 
ment for the test. The test then conducted these 
people their respective schools. Many the schools 
have taken advantage this opportunity, though the 
response here has been less than should be. 


Hearing Tested 


(3) Hearing Program. The hearing program was 
started two years ago. this time, two otolaryngolo- 
gists became interested the work the committee 
and offered conduct the hearing program. Through 
their efforts and with the aid audiometers purchased 
the Catholic schools’ cooperative clubs, the hearing 
tests have been conducted large number the 
children not only the first grade but the other 
grades the schools this area. Teams members 
the various Mothers’ Clubs, instructed the use 
these machines, conduct the initial screening examina- 
tions. Those children who not pass the screening 
test are then brought the otolaryngologist for more

This 
annual activity. Last year some dentists 
operated carrying out this work. was reported that 
perhaps high 90% the children examined 
the dentists showed need for dental care. major 
problem, course, how provide the needed dental 
care such large group. Efforts will made 
this direction the future. 

(6) Other activities. Among the members the 
committee neuropsychiatrist. has given talk 
the principals the schools this area, stressing 
some the possible problems children this field. 
has offered cooperate with the various school 
working out problems brought his attention. 


Administered Salk Vaccine 


The committee functioned somewhat 
capacity when the Salk poliomyelitis vaccine became 
available the school children the first and second 
grades. The archdiocesan superintendent turned nat 
urally the parochial school health committee for 
the administration this vaccine the Catholic 
children, since the health department did not have 
sufficient personnel cover our schools. During this 
time, 7,500 8,000 children were given their first dose 
the vaccine through the efforts this 
Approximately, half this number children retumed 
for the second dose, and about 2,700 for the third

volunteer personnel, and conducted without 
the Archdiocese.

Statistics Religious Educators 


HIS ALL-EMBRACING PATERNAL INTEREST, our Holy 
Father, Pope Pius XII grants audiences many and 
diversified groups. was not strange, therefore, but 
perhaps unusual, that Sept. 10, 1953, should 
receive audience participants the 28th session 
the International Institute Statistics. 

His Holiness welcomed the statisticians and spoke 
his interest their work. recalled the contribu- 
tions made the science statistics; its application, 
especially the field that they had just considered, 
that the problems industrial production. Then 
our Holy Father warned the misuse this science 
and bade his audience: “To the love truth, which 
the very soul scientific work, unite rectitude con- 
science, which rejects all compromise and 
carefully distinguishes between statistical data and the 
deduced from them.” 


Data and Deductions Distinct 


The fine distinction made His Holiness one too 
often forgotten: the difference between statistical data 
and the results deduced from them. For, while the 
word statistics means classified facts respecting any 
particular class interest, the science statistics em- 
braces the collection, presentation, and interpretation 
data. working with this data, the statistician is, 
course, working with numbers, and again quote our 
Holy Father, “Notwithstanding their dryness and bare- 
ness numbers can times clothed with rare elo- 
quence.” is, doubt, this rare eloquence which 
beckons the non-mathematical minded make such 
startling discoveries, backed, course, statistical 
“proof.” lighter vein, Darrell Huff, How Lie 
With Statistics, shows that “The secret language 
statistics, appealing fact-minded culture, 
employed sensationalize, inflate, confuse and over- 
simplify.” 

Invariably this rash use (or misuse) statistical 
information centers the collection and interpretation 
facts. either both these unintential bias 
may present deliberate bias may introduced 
for purposes the computer. investigate examples 
possible bias, class statistics the College 
Saint Rose made survey among 230 religious educa- 
tors who were studying the summer session. The 
survey covered facts well opinions, both which 
are grist for the would-be-statisticians’ mill. 


Selected Random 
The 230 educators were selected random and 
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not-too-particular commentator might claim that they 
were representative all religious teaching orders 
women and that therefore their views reflected those 
religious educators general. Members fourteen 
different communities were quizzed; during the previ- 
ous year they had taught nine different states, the 
District Columbia, Canada, and Hawaii. closer 
inspection the data, however, revealed that per 
cent the Sisters were from one religious order and 
therefore any interpretation fact opinion should 
carry that qualifying information. Again, per cent 
the Sisters taught New York State; many answers 
were colored this geographical location. 

The combined years teaching experience the 
group educators was 4234 average 18.4 
years for each. many people the word “average” 
signifies that almost everyone represented that 
number. They would believe from the above, therefore, 
that most Sisters teach for little over years. 
that were true, there would many teacher-less class- 
rooms each September. 

the Sister students, per cent teach the lower 
grades, per cent the upper grades, per cent 
high schools and one per cent are engaged catecheti- 
cal work. all, they teach 9737 pupils which means 
that they average 42.3 pupils per classroom one time. 
Actually they teach more pupils than that because 
those who instruct departmental work, the 
high schools, reported the greatest number they 
taught one class one time. interesting note 
that the range number pupils our classrooms 

addition teaching secular subjects, per cent 
teach religion parochial (or private) school children, 
per cent public school children, and per cent 
teach religion both. 


Need for Parent Contact 


The question was asked, “Do you feel that there 
need for parent contact, such the P.T.A., our 
parochial school system?” per cent replied “Yes,” 
per cent “No,” and per cent did not reply. These 
last may have felt that the question did not permit 
“Yes” “No” answer since many the “off the 
record” replies qualified the monosyllables. Some 
favored parent contact but not necessarily P.T.A. since 
“some poorer parents cannot ‘dress up’ for meetings.” 

the question “Is there organized effort 
divide pupils your school according individual 
differences?” per cent the replies were negative, 
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per cent the affirmative. Some explained that there 
system divisions within the classroom, particu- 
larly the subject reading. those teaching 
New York State, per cent grant Regents diplomas 
and per cent not. 


Homewerk 


When quizzed the necessity giving homework 
grades 3-6, per cent said “Yes” and per cent, 
the others did not reply. per cent felt that 
homework was necessary grades and per cent 
said “No.” 

Studies are safeguarded from over-emphasis 
sports and other extracurricular activities per cent 
the schools. most cases one two failures 
curricular subjects debar the pupil from further out- 
side activity.

Lay Teachers

faculties. Positions held lay teachers seemed well 
distributed among grades and high schools; small 
percentage teach “special” subjects such art, music, 
speech, physical education, etc.

How the STUDY PERIOD WORKS 


PERHAPS ARE OLD-FASHIONED. However, Brothers 
Provencher Collegiate believe boy must study 
every night. But are realistic enough know that 
many boys, for one reason another, not study 
Often enough the modern home—with TV, 
overcrowded conditions, not furnish the 
boy with adequate opportunity environment. One 
practical solution the problem the study period. 

Study period after class hours was sometime-thing 
Provencher for many years. Attendance was always 
optional. Some years attendance was more regular. 
More often the desks were empty, depending the 
season the year the proximity examinations. 

Two years ago the Brothers thought seriously re- 
viving the study period. Parents remembering their 
own days the study sessions, and recalling how 
benefited them their scholastic life, began clamor- 
ing for it. The principal hesitated because knew 
the Brothers were already overloaded with students 
and extras. Besides there was the religious 
exercises sandwiched between classroom hours. True, 
the study period could considered another sacrifice 
for the apostolate. 


Principal Took Cue from Suggestions 


The principal presented the idea the Brothers 
the weekly school conference. The voice the com- 
munity was one. one minded the added two hours 
supervision such would benefit the boys. The 
Brothers, being both practical and prudent, added 
list provisos before assenting still another demand 
their heavy work schedule. The principal took his 
cue from the composite suggestions the Brothers. 

Study period was considered privilege. Only 
number could admitted. began with 
grade and worked down, offering desk limited 
number boys willing agree the study period 
tules. The boys took immediately. That how 
our new study period began. From October June 
the Brothers conduct daily two-hour study period 


Fee Exacted; Part Refunded 
for Perfect Attendance 


the on-again off-again attendance, levied 
annual fee..To spur the absentee-minded stu- 
dent, agreed refund one dollar the year’s end 
for any perfect attendance record. For every unau- 
thorized absence deducted cents, from the re- 
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fund. student may chalk more than four un- 
authorized absences during the year. This fourth 
absence spells his expulsion. does misconduct 
the study period, which might only passive, day- 
dreaming, reading novels, excessive doodling, etc. 
feel that the boy should give preference more con- 
centrated study tasks. can his free reading 
home, even though this environment not adequate 
for study. They, the boys, know that there study 
period waiting list. 

legitimately excused student must have 
note from home giving the precise reason for his ab- 
sence. This note has countersigned the princi- 
pal before the study supervisor can accept it. Needless 
say, the practice principal-signed notes not 
encouraged. 

Boys who have after-school jobs are counseled not 
take the period. This has had the one good effect 
boys not needing the job money dropping their job 
favor their school work. 

There break period after the o’clock dismissal. 
boy wants remain during the 15-minute interval, 
may. need only keep silence and take his as- 
signed place. 3:15 sharp bell sounds and the 
study room door locked till Anyone not his 
assigned desk marked absent and penalized ac- 
cordingly. 


Consultations During Period 


Consulting during study period discouraged 
the point its being forbidden. course this rule 
strictly discretionary the part the supervisor. 
likewise free make decisions excluding boy 
temporarily permanently. Because wish keep 
the study period considered privilege the stu- 
dent, the Brothers are alert safeguard the over-all 
tone the study sessions. 

Nor the supervising Brother made target 
information for the boys. The study period designed 
help the boy help himself. Therefore Brother does 
not answer any questions. merely takes roll and 
supervises. Usually prepares his classes corrects 
papers during this time. Now and then might 
his beads make short meditation while walks 
the aisles. 

There was difficulty getting the full complement 
boys. Rather had put some applicants 
the waiting list. Perseverance the first year was good. 
About half the original received full rebates 
June. least others received some rebate. 
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One aim music appreciation Cathedral School, 
Baltimore, Maryland, develop the 

ability listen intelligently recorded music,

The second year the boys were begging for study 
period the first several days the new term. The 
Brothers held off till October first. could have used 
two rooms and still had waiting list. But stuck 
our original plan.

Only limited segment grade 
was able enroll. were succeeding better than 
knew. the end this second year boys re- 
ceived full rebates. There were fewer the partial 
rebates. The study period was seeking its true level. 

This third year has begun and have been forced 
both parental and student demand open second 
study hall. (Although Marianists operate the local 
public school, the board leaves the Brothers free 
such questions service.) Now have one study 
hall for grades and 11, second one for and 
There waiting list. 

goes without saying that each Brother, especially 
the homeroom teacher, can decide which his boys 
shall eligible for study period. the case the 
ninth grades, the homeroom teachers have determine 
which boys will occupy the available seats allotted his 
class. Merit the general standard. 

This whole idea study period seems 
wonderful antidote for TV-viewing student body. 
For both teacher and student there are benefits. 


Recapitulation 


For the student, paraphrase one’s own words: 
(1) the study period provides ideal atmosphere 
and place, (2) the daily schedule induces the study 
habit, (3) the period satisfies the school’s rule two- 
hours’ daily study, (4) and frees the eve- 
ning for home and social engagements, without detri- 
ment his scholastic standing. 

For the supervising Brother the study period has 
three distinct advantages: (1) provides him with 
even better index the individual student’s habits 
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and capacities, (2) insures limited number 
pared assignments for courses, (3) and offers 
Brother personally distinct opportunity 
for the apostolate. 

The study period can work. has worked 
our school, under this new arrangement. Each Brothe 
teaching the high school divisions takes his 
long turn supervisor. The forfeited rebates and half 
the annual fee buys library books, pays 
dues, given the mission fund. The community 
not loss find uses for this revenue. 

While the study period any school would 
many material considerations, there doubt that 
the spiritual value the greatest. have vowed 
ourselves the teaching Christ under the banner 
his Immaculate Mother whom the Church calls the 
Seat Wisdom. For the study period just 
more way implementing the apostolate.

Pedagogical Difficulties 


the use the encyclicals high school becomes 
more widespread essential that teachers recognize 
and meet the challenge presented their use.

the other the work carrying out the instruction in- 
pedagogical difficulties considerable order.

TEACHING PAPAL ENCYCLICALS 


The first objective the instructor engaged teach- 
ing encyclical must set himself that convincing 
himself and his students the value the study. 
Among the reasons that support this conviction and 
thus provide basis for motivating the study the 
encyclical are the following: (1) the subject matter 
timely and intimately related the problems 
everyday living, (2) the teaching the encyclical con- 
tains authoritative, and (3) the study the en- 
cyclical brings the student into intimate contact with 
the Roman Pontiff, contact which should develop 
and strengthen the student’s personal attachment 
the See Peter and its occupant. 


Introduce Pre-Testing 


The fact that the encyclicals deal with “practical” 
problems quite evidently can utilized motivate 
student interest their study. The pre-test that intro- 
duces the study can the “practical-situation” 
type. introducing the encyclical Marriage the 
writer has used, among others, the following test items: 


(1) true that Catholic married couples are 
forbidden limit the size their families? 
Answer detail. 

(2) Give definition sacramental grace. Ex- 
plain how the sacramental graces 
mony contribute happy marriage. 

(3) John Jones marries Mary Smith. Both them 
are non-Catholics. After two years they are 
divorced. Jones then becomes Catholic. 
May now marry his Catholic neighbor, 
Alice Brown? not possible give 
yes-or-no answer, what additional informa- 
tion would needed before decision could 
reached? 


The widely varying and often highly unorthodox views 
revealed this survey and the discussion that follows, 
turn, help make clear the need for the authorita- 
tive answers that can found the encyclical. 


Relatively Easy Arouse Interest 


the study the encyclical proceeds, interest may 
maintained centering tests and assignments 
the practical situations introduced the pre-test 
others connected with the subject matter. For example, 
the legitimacy and scope compulsory school attend- 
ance laws, the role the school imparting sex 

are practical problems that can con- 
sidered when the encyclical Christian Education 
being studied. 
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relatively easy interest students the study 
the encyclicals. The major problem 
help the student overcome the difficulties presented 
the use the encyclical text. the student not 
prepared resolve these difficulties, will become 
discouraged and his interest the study will 
dissipated. 

The sources the difficulty found with the text are 
quite apparent. The readily obtainable English ver- 
sions papal encyclicals are presented with the aim 
making the message they contain available the 
widest possible audience minimum cost. result 
the appearance the encyclical compares unfavor- 
ably with the abundantly illustrated, expensively 
printed texts used other courses. 

Again, the language the encyclical presents diffi- 
culties. the first place, the translations use are not 
distinguished their literary grace and, second, the 
vocabulary the encyclicals often quite technical 
being drawn from the terminology used theology 
and scholastic philosophy. 

Another difficulty for the high-school student arises 
from his lack familiarity with the concise, word- 
sparing demonstrations conclusions characteristic 
philosophy and often employed the popes 
their writings. 


instruction How-to-Study 


The difficulties that arise from the vocabulary and 
style the encyclical can reduced manageable 
proportions program instruction how-to- 
study. The students can shown how intelli- 
gent and persevering use elementary but funda- 
mental procedures the encyclical can made yield 
its meaning. 

One way which the teacher can assist this how- 
to-study program outlined the suggestions that 
follow: 

After the preliminary work motivating the study 
through the pre-test and its discussion has been ac- 
complished, one the students called read 
aloud the opening paragraphs the letter. When 
has finished the teacher asks questions like the follow- 
ing: Who are the Venerable Brethren? Who the 
Angelic Doctor? What the reference our Sacerdo- 
tal suggested the text the particular 
encyclical. The purpose these questions is, 
course, make the student conscious the need 
identifying persons and events. similar way the 
student’s attention called words that are un- 
familiar him. Then follow questions the meaning 
the text: Why did the Holy Father write this par- 
ticular paragraph? What does prove these para- 
graphs? What the proof? 


Getting Answers Constitutes Assignment 


should emphasized here that this procedure 
concerned with preparing the student his own 
studying. The teacher does not supply the answers 
the questions which the students are not able 
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answer this preview. Getting this information 
comes part the assignment for the next day, The 
opening minutes each the early classes are de. 
voted quiz, written oral, made questions 
similar the ones given above, designed let teachers 
and pupils discover how well the art studying has 
been mastered. The procedure can varied having 
the students submit the questions they put them. 
selves studying particular portion the text. 

Besides this instruction reading techniques the 
teacher prepares the student follow the arguments 
advanced the popes (1) analyzing the text 
discover the basic philosophical and theological cop. 
cepts that are employed and (2) presenting the 
necessary background and development required 
enable the student grasp their significance.

might. 

All this may sound rather dis- 
couraging but the very fact that 
there are some who are concerned 
about the problem encourag- 
ing sign. The first step toward the 
solution any problem 
awareness its existence. 

Probably one our greatest 
needs change our intellectual 
climate; change which must 
wrought the mind and heart 
America. Our youth must taught 
evaluate the things the mind 
and the spirit their true worth 
This change cannot 
about overnight. one which 
will require long period transi- 
tion—but change which must 
take place. Unless our spiritual and 
cultural development can keep pace 
with our technological advances, 
the product our growth can

Catholic parents and educators 
can much speed this transi- 
tion.

Accept, Naturally 


What you do, then, when the public-service 
director television station calls you say that 
would like have your school school system pro- 
duce single program series programs?

have six sections physics theory and Father 
Hartman has the remaining three sections for the 
theory while Father Crosby has all the physics labo- 
ratory.

The remainder the periods are used for demonstra- 
tions experiments the students themselves. The 
ratio films experiments depends the section;

few hints the use the films and filmstrips. 
The use visual aids must integrated into the class 
work for them effective teaching tools. the 
aids are not integrated into the class work the 
time devoted them can very easily degenerate into 
recreational period. Therefore some kind report 
should required from each student when film 
shown. the use filmstrips each boy given 
opportunity read one legend (caption picture), 
out loud the rest the class, frame. this 
manner they receive experience reading and 
strangely enough most them improve their read- 
ing habits over the course the year. After few 
rounds public reading before the rest their fellow 
students most them begin take interest their 
physics that they will not make many mistakes.

All audio-visual materials should 
cated.

Nevertheless, centralization means 
the file system the audio-visual center which ma- 
terials are described and their location stated should 
provided. 

Centralization the materials necessary for the 
following reasons: (1) prevents duplication mate- 
tials when each teacher provides for his materials. (2) 
Pooling equipment makes for frequent and better 
use same. (3) All audio-visual materials are better 
available and easy access the entire staff. (4) 
Mechanics can better set for the convenience 
all concerned. 

Classrooms should properly equipped with elec- 
trical outlets, projection screens and other equipment 
that are frequently used.

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Advisory Committee Selection 


This committee should consist representatives 
from the various areas the curriculum the school 
nursing well representatives from other in- 
structional programs within the institution. The func- 
tions such committee should develop general 
policies and procedures for the administration the 
program presented the faculty for their con- 
sideration and improvement. The teachers should par- 
ticipate some extent the selection material. All 
too frequently equipment purchased and audio- 
visual materials selected without consulting any mem- 
ber the staff except the administrator. 

value materials must used. well 
stocked library contributes nothing learning the 
material gathers dust locked cupboards. Since each 
teacher responsible for the use these materials 
and since the teacher knows best what the educational 
needs his students are, all teachers should play 
major role the selection audio-visual materials. 


Availability Audio-Visual Aids 


This material should available where and when 
they are needed they are used advantage. 
matter how good motion picture slide may 
little value they are not available the 
moment. use them too late too soon reduces their 
contribution the learning situation. Hence would 
only too logical that audio-visual centers de- 
veloped from which materials can obtained fairly 
short notice. The availability materials determined 
(a) methods procurement materials, (b) 
classification and arrangement materials, (c) distri- 
bution procedures, and (d) dissemination informa- 
tion. 


How Procure Audio-Visual Materials 


Audio-visual materials may obtained purchase, 
rental, free loan, collection free materials and local 
productions. Each school nursing should have its 
own materials with the possible exception films 
which are rather costly and eventually become obsolete 
within relatively short period time. Rental films 
more practical for the single reason that the upkeep 
these materials could costly. 

Free loan audio-visual should used only when 
materials are available and the time needed and 
when they actually contribute the teaching objec- 
tives. Similarly, materials acquired through gift 
collection should follow the same idea. 

such handmade lantern slides, 
still pictures, graphs, and preparation specimens 
are sometimes very practical. Pictures procured 
through the pharmaceutical houses and specimens 
from surgery preserved and mounted can 
used exhibits. 


Classifying and Arranging Materials 


All materials should catalogued, for this serves 
index content materials the library, thus 
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making these materials more readily available, 
catalogue should provide bibliographical data, 
title, type, length, producer, subject correlations, 
description content. 


Dispersion Information 


Regardless what type material school may 
not made available for teachers will 
used. Therefore, list audio-visual aids should 
made and put into the hands instructors.

The tenth point the criteria has with desir- 
able outcomes, the development understandings, 
attitudes and habits Christian social living. Two 
premises were established for making judgment this 
point. First, audio-visual tool its nature cannot 
develop directly these outcomes, since they are the 
products human striving. can act only 
springboard for these activities presenting informa- 
tion, organizing values and giving motives with the 
hope prompting the will acceptance. The audio- 
visual device by_ stimulating the faculties man 
can aid this development, but the outcomes are the 
work the person himself. Secondly, since the pro- 
ducer attempting transfer others the values 
himself possesses, must made concerning 
the truth these values and the skill with which they 
have been transmitted, whether for purposes under- 
standing, persuasion conviction. These are reality 
the objectives the tool maker. 


Objectives Christian Social Living 


The objectives Christian social living are based 
the imitation Christ knowing, loving and doing 
the truth. They have specifically with man’s rela- 
tionship God and the Church, his fellowman, 
nature and himself. Twenty-six objectives were 
listed guide for evaluators, though not all them 
necessarily would pertain particular communica- 
tion tool. However, all cases, the objectives given 
the producer will examined, and they and the 
outcomes flowing from them will evaluated the 
light Catholic principles.

The need for authenticity most important because 
the wide usage which audio-visual aid 
susceptible.

Criterion: Psychology

Does properly stimulate the senses? 

Through his external senses man becomes aware 
the existence and properties sensible objects. 
Sound films and filmstrips hit both the eye and the 
ear, the two sensory organs most used education. 
The silent versions need the living voice the teacher 
for the impact the ear. the two senses, sight 
the more important for learning. About eighty percent 
knowledge comes through the sense sight. Most 
people retain more what they see than what they 
hear. Pictures are representations reality and there- 
fore should closely resemble reality.

audio-visual tool properly constructed, the 
picture always carries the story.

When 
difficult concepts are being presented, the artist with 
constructive imagination can build pictures which 
aid the imagination the audience. And script 
cannot visualized, that sure sign that not 
good script. Again, the narrator (or the caption) 
should say only what the picture cannot say. Words 
take time, and audio-visual aid supposed save 
time. good audio-visual tool gets across ten 
minutes what would take the teacher hour say. 


Memory 


his internal sense memory man not only 
retains and recalls past sensory experiences, but 
recognizes them having happened the past. In- 
tellectual memory the power recalling past ideas 
and judgments. Memory most important what 
learned retained. Therefore logical organiza- 
tion the material will facilitate memory its work. 
The primary and secondary laws association must 
kept mind. revived memory tends bring 
into consciousness other things associated with 
the past.

Important ideas must presented vividly. the 
audio-visual plane ride, some the places along the 
way are more important than others.

Proper Stimulation Emotions 
Does properly stimulate the emotions? The emo- 
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tions are the sensory appetites man. person with- 
out emotion would drab individual indeed; and 
educational tool which does nothing arouse feel- 
ing emotion also drab thing. Much the educa- 
tional value lost tool which calls forth intellec- 
tual activity alone. Boredom can result, and also lack 
attention, for ideas must have flavor them 
they are arouse interest. the other hand, 
emotional appeal alone, without striving for in- 
tellectual conviction, leads impulse which fleeting. 
This soon disappears like vapor. the long hard pull 
learning, emotion cannot stand alone, but 
necessary give warmth and flavor the ideas. 
There are various devices for arousing emotion. 
Music can give emotional undertone the whole 
presentation. should used its proper place, 
coming and fading out unobstrusively. The best 
music neutral, calling upon some the associative 
power memory, but never much distract- 
ing. Sound effects not only stimulate the imagination, 
but they also stir the emotions. Narration should give 
way dialogue when possible; for the voice one 
person, however well modulated, can become tiresome. 
Also, conflicting emotions are more sharply defined 
when various persons express these emotions. Then 
the event dramatized and brought life rather than 
just being narrated. Then there more chance for the 
audience identify itself with the speakers. The 
presentation becomes more living experience, 
capable arousing interest. Since people live 
real world sound and color, feeling, thought and 
action, this real world much possible 
simulated the screen. Emotion has subsidiary, but 
nonetheless real part play the learning process.
